GUOUND KENTS.—By a recent act of ibe Leg 


islatore of Pennsylvania, approved Feb. 2Cib. 
1869, where uo demand bas been made for tbe 
payment of a ground renter other charge upon 
land for twenty-one years, and no acknowledg- 
ment of tbe existence ibtreof has been made 
within that period by the tenant, a release or 
extinguishment of the claim shall be presumed, 
and the Court of Common Pleas, under proper 
proceedings and proof, may decree eucli extlu 
Kniobment. The law also applies to parta of 
ground rents apportioned either by deed or by 
implication from tbe acts of the parties.
